ness” or “Close Out Sale”, with- 
in the City of Albany who shall 
have been in business within the 
City and held a valid business li- 
cense therein for a period of one 
(1) year prior to the date of ap- 
plication to the Tax Collector, 
shall post a bond of Twenty Five 
Dollars ($25.00) to insure com- 
pliance with the provisions of 
this Ordinance. If the provisions 
of the Ordinance are complied 
with during the sale, then, upon 
completion of the sale, said ap- 
plicant shall be entitled to a re- 
fund 6f the Twenty Five Dollar 
($25.00) cash bond. \
